Marc Rodin's thinking is persuasive* % rules out any 0A3 ast^assin on tlu3 ground tliat 
all are too well known to the French Secret Service* Thus the thinking of the QAS high 
command is that none of their own can safely pull the job* Compared with Romerop this 
moans that for thimselvesp their own political objectivesp they would not approve an 
attempt on deCaulle by one of their onw but for foreign interosts they would* Ibis makes 
no sense* If Romero says he got approval within the QASp says he could not have* 

The logic tliat directed Rodin to an "outsider** is sound. Romero wcu:. not such an 
"outsider*'* He was exELCtly op:^site the proper coziditions set forth in Jackal* Qe veui 
the danger to what remained of tlie OAS that its leadership was unwilling to risk in its 
omii interests* He oould have jeopardised many of his oolXeagues if caughtp unlike the 
Englishman, and the "persuasion" of the Secret Service was well-known before Jackal* 

Without previous ezperionoe in unsuocesoful as^msGlnation attempts, only fools would 
not have reasoned as Rodin did* The project would have been disapproved*

do, and that would have been better known to any intelligence agency hiring an assassin as 
it would have been to anyone in QA3 who was active* The world is full of self-etcurters in 
the various spookeriee, of irresponsible people who, like E.Howard Hunt, ignore the six 
law and decide for themselves what la right and wrong* Getting $400,000 for the CIA and in 
KoCone's day for such a project would have been close to inposr.ible* If self-etartere 
raised it themselves from private souroas, too many people would have had to know about it 
for such a plot to be dared, from the L'Aurore account alone* And the OAS leadership would 
not, in my opinion, have authoxlised the attempt* If they had, they'd liavo insisted on a 
■witch of targets, for Chariot would have been as good a target as Jl'K. In sliort, what I am 
saying is that in addition to the facts the book can*t survive as non-fiction, it is also 
illogical* Con that bo j)art of its attmetLveness?
